Frank to a frien 
they are vindictive to a foe, constant- 
ly carry’arms and live by robbery and 
piracy rather than agriculture or 
stock raising, the latter of which is, 
however, carried on. At one time they 
were Christians and under their great 
national hero, Scanderberg, w! 
true name was George Castriot, wag- 
ed terrific warfare against the Turks, 
who were unable to subdue them. 
Scanderberg fought 23 pitched battles 
against the Moslems and woo every 
one, After his death, in 1467, the 
spirit of the Albanians was broken 
and soon afterward Mohammed II. 
subdued them. The greater portion 
became Mohammedans and began at 
once to wage cruel and relentless war 
against those of their own race who 
had remained faithful to Christianity. 
Many of them serve in the Turkish 
ariny and under discipline they make 
splendid soldiers.

Scotland Yard Blamed For Letting 
Crippen Escape. . 


London, July 18.—The press is de- 
voting columns to the Crippen mut- 
der case. The most remarkable fea- 
ture has been the sluggishness of 
Beotland Yard .in its preliminary 
stages. case was Inid before the- 
authorities on June 30 with ample evi- 
dence that Dr. Crippen had made con- 
tradictory statements respecting his 
wile’s disappearance and death, and 
her friends both in England and Am- 
erica suspected foul play. There was 
an interval of ten days before Crip- 
pens flight with his typewriter. Dur- 
ng that interval the detectives re- 




























ceived a fresh series of misstatements 
from him, which ought to have warn- 
ed them to keep him under constant 
surveillance, and yet they did not 
take any precautions to prevent the 
escape of the suspected criminal. 

The excuse offered for this aston- 
ishing negligence is that they wanted 
































have induced him to run away and 
kept watch on him, s0_as to arrest 
him an opportune moment. As 
it is, they are now dependent on the 
co-operation of the amateur detectives 
of the press, and are overwhelmed 
with hundreds of false clews, based 
on mistaken identity, in every section 
of the kingdom. 

As Crippen disappeared only four 
days before the horrible discovery of 
the mutilated body of the woman un- 
der the ooal cellar, the acent is fresh,

Nateralists employ av Interesting 
metbod to preserve all kinds of spl 
ders’ webs. ‘The webs are Gret sprayed 
with an atomizer with artist's sbeilac, 
aod then, should they be of ¢ 
disary geometric form, they sre preas- 
ed carefully agalost a giass plate, the 
supporting strands being at tbe same 
time severed. After tbe sbeilac bas 
dried the plates carrying tbe webs can 
be stored away In a cabloet. Even 
dome shaped webs may be preserred 
in their original form by sprayiog 
them with sbellac and then allowing 
them to dry before remoral from their 
supports. Maoy spiders’ webs are 
very beactiful, aod all are character |- 
isthe of the species to which they be- 
Jong. so that, from a sciectific stand- 
polot, thelr permanent preserration is 
very Gexirable.—Harper’s Weekly.
